1. CONTACT GROUP II CONTINUED CONSIDERATION OF ART 3 
DURING MORNING 19 MAR. AFTER SOME DISCUSSION, INDONESIAN 
DEL AGREED FOR TIME BEING TO WITHDRAW HIS PROPOSAL TO 
DELETE "MARINE AND AIR FLEETS" FROM PARA (D) IF RECORD 
CLEARLY SHOWED UNDERSTANDING THAT SUCH LANGUAGE WOULD 
NOT REQUIRE DETERMINATION OF AGGRESSION FOR ISOLATED 
INCIDENTS RE FOREIGN VESSELS PRESENT TEXT OF PARA (E) 

ACCEPTED WITHOUT CHANGE. 

2. USSR PROPOSED DELETION OF PARA (F) ALTOGETHER. ITALY, 

SPAIN, FRANCE AND UK URGED RETENTION OF PARA, BUT PROPOSED 
DRAFTING CHANGES TO SHORTEN OR CLARIFY PARA. ITALY PROPOSED 
DELETION OF LAST 8 WORDS; UK PROPOSED THAT LAST 8 WORDS 

BE MOVED TO SECOND LINE. LANGUAGE OF PARA WILL BE CON- 
SIDERED FURTHER AT LATER POINT. 

3. EXTENDED DISCUSSION OF PARA (G) OCCURRED. UK, 

SUPPORTED BY US, ARGUED THAT PARA TOO NARROW IN SCOPE 
AND PROPOSED THAT REFERENCE TO "ORGANIZING", "SUPPORTING", 
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INDONESIA PROPOSED ADDITION OF "ORGANIZING OR SUPPORTING"; 
SPAIN AND TURKEY SUPPORTED THIS PROPOSAL, BUT USSR, 

EGYPT, FRANCE, GHANA, BULGARIA AND MADAGASCAR OPPOSED 
EXPANSION OF THE PARA, AND GUYANA/INDONESIA PROPOSAL 
WITHDRAWN. FURTHER CONSIDERATION OF PARA DEFERRED UNTIL 
LATER STAGE. 

4. ART 4 TAKEN UP IN AFTERNOON. UK PROPOSED THAT PROBLEM 
OF MINIMAL ACTS BE HANDLED BY ADDING "OR THE FACT THAT THE 
ACTS CONCERNED MAY NOT BE OF SUFFICIENT GRAVITY" TO ART 2; 

AND THAT ART 4 THEN BE SIMPLIFIED TO READ "THE ACTS 
ENUMERATED ABOVE ARE NOT EXHAUSTIVE AND THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL MAY DETERMINE THAT OTHER ACTS CONSTITUTE AGGRESSION 
UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER." BASIC IDEA OF UK 
PROPOSAL MET WIDE APPROVAL, WITH SOME DELS EXPRESSING 
PREFERENCE FOR VARIATIONS IN DRAFTING. IN ADDITION, IRAQ 

AND FINLAND PROPOSED THAT ART 4 COULD BE DELETED ENTIRELY 
WITH UK-TYPE ADDITION TO ART 2, AND ADDITION OF "INTER ALIA" 

OR SIMILAR PHRASE TO BEGINNING OF ART 3. ROMANIA PROPOSED 
THAT REFERENCE TO CONSEQUENCES OF ACTS BE ADDED TO ART 4 
OR ART 2 AS ADDITIONAL CRITERION FOR SECURITY COUNCIL 
CONSIDERATION. GUYANA PROPOSED THAT LANGUAGE BE ADDED TO 
LAST SENTENCE OF ART 4 TO APPLY IT ONLY TO ACTS SIMILAR TO 
THOSE LISTED; UK OPPOSED THIS. DRAFTING GROUP WILL BE 
FORMED TO WORK OUT POSSIBLE LANGUAGE CHANGES TO ARTS 2, 3 
AND 4 TO ACCOMMODATE VARIOUS PROPOSALS. 

5. CONTACT GROUP OPENED CONSIDERATION OF ART. 5. UK, 

FRANCE AND US PROPOSED THAT ART BE REDRAFTED IN FORM OF 
SIMPLE SAVINGS CLAUSE, AND NOT ATTEMPT TO ELABORATE NEW 
DEFINITION OF RIGHTS OF SELF-DETERMINATION. EGYPT AND 
GHANA ARGUED THAT SIMPLE SAVINGS CLAUSE NOT ENOUGH IN VIEW 
OF ART 3(G). GUYANA PROPOSED, AS POSSIBLE COMPROMISE, 

ADDITION OF "FORCIBLY DEPRIVED OF THEIR RIGHT" BEFORE 
"SELF-DETERMINATION" IN LINE 2, AND "IMPOSED BY FORCE" 

AFTER "FOREIGN DOMINATION" IN LINE 3. CONSIDERATION OF 
ART WILL RESUME 20 MAR. COMMENT: GUYANA PROPOSAL IS 
HELPFUL STEP IN DIRECTION FRIENDLY RELATIONS DECL 
APPROACH AND WE HAVE PRIVATELY URGED HIM TO CONTINUE 
FURTHER IN THAT DIRECTION. 
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
